“Japan-bashing’ is olPthcrisc 
across this nation, and there arc signs 
that racial animosities toward 
Japanese Americans and other U.S. 
residents who trace their origins to 
m any- d if fe rentrAs i an ' la n d s _ a rcr 
increasing as well," Commission 
Chairman Arthur A. Fletcher said; 

In a recent example of violence 
directed at Asians, ' police in- 
Camarillo, Calif., said a Japanese 
businessman was stabbed to death 
just two weeks ‘after being threaten ed ~ 
by a man who blamed Japan for the 
loss of his job.

6th-graders conduct research,

MADERA, Calif. (AP) — Card- 
' board tombstones line the classroom 
walls, and cvery-sixth-gradcr-s-desk- 
has a stack ofdeath certificates. 

But the setting isn't morbid to 
Madera teacher Bill Coate and his 
30 students. 

By "digging through old govern- 
ment records, the youngsters are 
“doing” history instead of just read- 
ing atxrut it, Coate said. They are de- 
tailing the lives of Chinese workers 
... who. helped build Madera and the 
once-thriving adjoining town of 
Borden in the 1870s. 

“These kids arc breaking, new 
ground. No one has done this before. 
It brings the hair up on your arm,” 
Coate added. 

Coate has directed similar class 
projects at 'James. Monroe Elemcn- 
. tary School each year since 1985, 
when he developed what state edu- 
cation officials have dubbed “The 
Madera Method." 


The Daughters of the American 
Revolution named Coatc the na- 
-tion ! stop-history teacherin-1988-for- 
having his sixth-grade classes re- 
search the lives of local pioneers in 
the San Joaquin Valley northwest of 
Fresno. 

One class sifted through letters to 
traceihe life of a Civil War Vfetenm. 
Another detailed a Gold Rush min- 
er's life through diaries jumed up 
with the i help of students in other 
states where the miner lived before 
heading west. 

“The love for the past has always 
been with me," Coate said. *Tvc 
taken my love and turned it into a 
tool to integrate the curriculum and 
give the students a reason to leam." 

In the process, he added, the stu- 
dents provide “a tremendous contri- 
bution to the county's history." 

This.ycar’s project has piqued the 
interest, of Chinese -American histo- 
rians from San Francisco, 160 miles 
northwest. . 


Institute says: Test 
‘good’ cholesterol, too 


WASHINGTON (APj — Mea- 
surements of "good cholesterol” 
should be part of routine blood 
tests, but patients with low levels 
need at, least three such tests be- 
fore rushing into treatment, a Na- 
tional Institutes "of Health panel 
said Friday.^ 

A panel of experts, assembled 
by NIH to draw up recommcnda- 
-riiuiis for bl6od rests related tcT 
heart disease, said that evaluating 
...or reducing the risk of heart at- 
tack should' include” measure- 
ments of high density lipopro- 
teins (HDL), the so-called “good 
cholesterol," 

Measurements of total choles- 
terol are common, the panel said, 
but doctors often don’t measure 
HDLs by themselves. The ex- 
perts said physicians now should 
view this test as important. 

“HDL levels should be deter- 


mined when individuals arc 
screened for cardiovascular dis- 
ease," said Dr. Elliot Rapaport. 
professor of medicine at the Uni- 
versity of California, San Fran- 
cisco, and chairman of the expert 
"panel. 

Among the factors that can af- 
fect test results, said Dr. Carl J. 
Pc pinc, professor of medicine at 
the university oT Florida at 
Gainesville and a member of the 
-panel, are when the patient lost 
ate food- or drank- alcohol; the ~ 
time of day; smoking and drugs; 
a woman’s menstrual cycle, and . 
even how -long the patient had 
been silting before the test is tak- 
en. 

As a result, the committee said 
that to assure test accuracy a pa- 
tient should get total blood fat 
measurements three times, at 
one-week intervals, be forpjhc ro- 
py is started to adjust the levels.

Officials suggest steps to prevent legal action

TWIN FALLS - Fanners could 
avoid-lawsuils and help the envi- 
ronment by using pollution-reduc- 
tion management practices deemed 
practical and acceptable by Idaho 
government agencies. 

That was the message delivered 
Tuesday to farmers in Twin Falls 
attending a chemical use workshop 
sponsored by the Idaho Soil Con- 
servation Commission. 

State agencies have come up 
with recommended “best- manage- 
ment practices” (BMPs) for con- 
trolling chemical pollution on 
farms, mostly relating to water 
quality. Officials say their BMPs ■ 
arc economically and technically 


feasible, as well as socially accept- 
able. 

BMPs also could provide fann- 
ers with protection from legal ac- 
uons-dcaling-with-polluhon, said- 
John Cardwell, senior water quality 
analyst for the Idaho Division of 
Environmental Quality. 

“You ain't control weather, mar- 
kets, pesticide resislence or chemi- 
cal formulations," said Cardwell. 
“The only choice is in the way you 
operate." 

The Idaho state code says farm- 
ers who follow BMPs are demon- 
strating their intent to prevent or re- 
duce pollution from agricultural 
chemicals. The state code further 
states that farmers who do demon- 
strate they are working' to minimize 
water quality problems will not be 


subject to. legal actions over pollu- 
tion issues. • 

“Anyone can implement thtgc at 
any time, and that’s what’s being 

BMPs are first proposed by Soil 
Conservation Districts and local 
technical agencies. Next, a state 
BMP technical 1 committee recom- 
mends the practices to the Soil 
Conservation Commission and 
DEQ, which" then can add the prac- 
tice to its list of BMPs. - 

Farmers can work with resource 
specialists to develop a list of BMP 
options for specific problems. 

Examples of BMPs include soil 
sampling for nitrogen management; 
fertilizer recommendations based 
on research: timing of fertilizer ap- 
plication and fertilizer placement.

TWIN FALLS - Research will 
someday provide farmer; with 
pesticides that are effective and 
environmentally safer, but fertiliz- 
er application will become an in- 
creasingly greater public concern, 
--a - University - of - Idaho - scientist - 
said. 

"I think the pesticide future is 
relatively bright," said Robert 
Mahler, a UI soil science profes- 
sor speaking at the “Managing 
Agrichemicals Wisely" workshop 
Tuesday in Twin Falls. 

“I think our pesticide usage will 
not be scrutinized as much in the 
future. But we’ll look at a differ- 
ent outlook foi fertilizer." 

The workshop, also offered in 
Lewiston. Nampa, Pocatello and 
Idaho Falls, was sponsored by the 
Idaho Soil Conservation Commis- 
sion, UI and other state and feder- 
al agencies. 

Mahler said within a decade, 
-new pesticides- will -bo -available - 
that break down rapidly.ond. have 
lower toxicity levels. 

Farmers will continue facing 
problems with fertilizer applica- 
tions, though, because, chemically 


there is no way to alter nitrogen, 
the most common input. 

Farmers must adopt best man- 
agement practices (BMPs) if they 
want to assure the public they arc 
working to reduce nitrate levels in 
surfice nnd groundwater. 

Numerous nationwide .surveys 
of chemical contamination in sur- 
~ fade -wnter-and -ground water- have 
been encouraging. Mahler said. 

An Idaho Farm Bureau study of 
rural wells started in 1990 has 
found 4.5 percent of the 1.550 
wells tested had nitrate levels 
above 10 parts per million, the 
federal levejjttt for safe drinking 
'watciC * ' . 

Mahler said those results were 
from areas believed to have the 
most problems with -nitrates in 
groundwater, and the statewide 
figures are expected to be even 
lower. 

Nitrate measurements ore the 
standard for checking chemical 
existence in groundwater, he said. 
Nitrates move through the soil and 
into aquifers quicker than pesti- 

-cides and other-fertilizers. - 

"Nitrates are very-mobile in soil 

and they’re cheap, to detect," he’ 
said. "If we do not. find nitrates in 
a water sample, we~likely won’t 
find ....pesticides."

“We’re encouraging our growers to let us 
know what they want because of the bullish 
market,” Ottc said. 

New crop wheat futures have been as high 
as $3.70 a bushel, prompting an increased 
interest in spring wheat planting, he said. 

“I would say white wheat acres will be up 
over 30-40 percent over last year," he said. 
“A lot of certified white wheat seed supply 
has been exhausted.” 

Several factors arc leading to an increase 
in spring wheat planting, led by the strong 
wheat market, be said. \ 

“We’re seeing a lot af-t&n acres being 
abandoned and going into wheat," he said.

prompting farmers to substitute spring 
wheat . — 

Ottc said some farmers are also choosing 
to plant spring wheat this year instead of 
starting an alfalfa crop into their rotation be- 
cause of low hay prices.

As a result of low precipitation 
and snowpack, 1992 could be the 
sixth consecutive year of below -av- 
erage streamflows for some of these 


areas, said SCS Chief William 
Richards. 

Even with the recent storms, the 
ongoing drought continues in many 
areas, Richards said. 

The statc-by-state outlook: 

ALASKA - Heavy storms con- 
tinued in the southern coastal region 
of Alaska. By Feb. 1 snowpack in 
this area had become the largest 
ever measured this early in the sea- 
son, with many sites more than 300 
percent of average. 

ARIZONA - Average to above- 
average water supplies should be 
available to Arizona water users. 
January precipitation ranged from 
bclow-average in the extreme north- 
west to well-above average in the 
south and southeast portions of the 
state. Major reservoirs held storage 
near or above-average for Feb. 1 . 

CALIFORNIA - Precipitation

Private property is sacred. 

Nonetheless, laws and regulations must define the lim- 
its of your neighbor’s property rights, because fence lines 
often fail to. Most of us are grateful for laws that protect 
us from bad neighbors. 

......We fear that an effort underway by. Sen. Steve. Symms _ 

might upset the delicate balance that laws enforce be- 
tween property owners. 

In the noble pursuit of protecting landowners from ex- 
cessive regulation, Symms wants to force federal, state 
and local governments to pay compensation whenever 
they regulate activities on private property., 

But what about laws that ban your neighbor from piling 
dead animal carcasses on your fence line? Should the 
county pay your neighbor not to do that? 

, And what about regulations that prevent your rieighbor^ 
from dumping dairy waste into the irrigation ditch that 
flows through both your farms? Should the state pay your 
neighbor not to do that? 

And what about the law being debated in the Idaho 
Legislature that would, prevent your neighbors north of 


American Falls Reservoir from drilling, new Wells and 
taking away your irrigation waterT Should the state pay 


your neighbors not to pump your water? 

While we sympathize with those who believe that gov- 
ernment regulations have gone too far, we fear this is es- 
sentially a "bad-neighbor” law. Its real intent is not to 
force governments to pay“compehsatibm but instead to 
scare governments away from stepping into prope^ty- 
• rights disputes. . 

Symms’s bill would enshrine a Ronald Reagan execu- 
tive order that forces the government to either pay money 
each time it regulates. an activity.on your neighbors prop- 
erty, or simply allow the activity to go on unabated. 

Symms believes that any regulation by our citizen gov- 
ernment on private property is a “taking,” particularly if 
that regulation in some way reduces the value of the prop-
